Krupp's Baby‘ Howltzers. 


As tho war progresses we - becomo 
more and more aware "of, the complem- 


‘ness of the German fighting machine, 


The hugo howitzers which were used 
in the reduction of. the Belgian forts 

wers, perhaps, tho most surprising .foa- 
ture of the Teuton’ artillery equipment, 
But in‘many other departments tha care- 
ful scientific preparation and forethought 
which have been displayed are only too 
evident. If the morale of the Germas 
troops were but equul to the exelleui 
of their artillery equipment, = diffeaant 
talé might have to be told of their pro- 
gress on the Continont,——-——_—— 

Tho -latest instalment’ of * Eyo-W 
nees's '’ graphic account of the war con- 
tains an allusion to tho “ mincnwurfer," 
or trench howitzer, which the Germus 
aro using. ‘In this quarter,"' he. writes, 
rolerring to the sanguinary’ conflict now 
in progresi: on tho Jiya, '' we exparicaced 
for the first time in the northern. theatre: 
dE war the action of the mivenwarfor."” 

This trench howitzer is..another of the 
productiong of Krupp. It is o curious
